_ British Columbia, the second gold 
producing province, derives a8 
small part of its output from placers 
and some from gold-quartz veins 
worked exclusively for their gold-. 
gilver content, but much the greater 
part comes as a by-product from ita 
base metal sulphide ores. Quebec 
has now a big gold proéduetiqn ob- 
tained from high-grade gold-copper 
sulphide ores and also a similar 
amount contained in lead, zine and 
copper concentrates exported for 
treatment. ' Lode gold is recoverel 
from auriferous quartz veins in 
Manitoba and Nova Scotia. The 
Yukon output is mainly placer gold. 


Increase In Production. 

During the jast twenty years, 
owing to the discovery and ‘success- 
ful exploitation of the Porcupine 
and Kirkland Lake goldfields oz 
Northern Ontario, there has been a 
ateady Increase in production. Now, 
plant construction and extension‘ 
now under way promise a further 
increase in 1930, says the Financial
